NO GROUNDS FOR U. S.
TO PROCEED CRIMINALLY

Inquiry Into ri.ow Thnt (icrmunn

Factory Across Ilonler.

WASHINGTON. July 2f>..rreliminary
reports on investigation by United
states District Attorney Webster at
Detroit. Mich., of the charge that Ger-j
man sympathizers were responsible for,
the blowing up of n government muni¬
tion factory across the Canadian bor-j
der were received to-night at the De¬
portment of Justice.
While th<* inquiry had not been com-1

pleted. officials said thnt so far It had
not disclosed grounds on which the
I'nited States could proceed criminally
against any of the persons alleged to
have been implicated, since there was
no statute to cover a conspiracy formed
in the United States to commit such
ati act In Canada.

Mr. Webster has been directed to
continue his investigation ami to give
particular attention to the question of
whether the dynamite or other explo¬
sives used was transported on Ameri¬
can soil. The law upon which prosecu¬
tion might lie applies to the transpor¬
tation. of explosives between the States
and from a foreign country to the
United States, but it does not touch
transportation from the United States
to a foreign country.

Mr. Webster reported the names of
several persons alleged to be connected
with the plot, but the department de¬
clined to make them public.

This inquiry was ordered by the De¬
partment of Justice after the British
embassy had informed the State De¬
partment that it had evidence that
money to carry out the dynamiting
nlot had been furnished by a wealthy
Herman resident of Detroit.

CONSCIENCE FUND GETS
ITS SECOND LARGEST SUM

Contribution of 8in,(|0l) Received nt
Trennury Deportment, Accoin-

pniitcil by I nniKnetl Letter.
WASHINGTON. July 20..Ten thou¬

sand dollars in currency, the second
largest contribution to the' consciencelund ever received by the government,
arrived nt the T .oasury Department
to-day in a plain envelope mailed yes¬
terday at New York, accompanied by
an unsigned letter saying:
"The sender has paid double to the

United States the amount lie stole and
still conscience is rot satisfied. Here
is another payment."
The package contained three ,000

gold certificates, eight $500 certificates
and thirty $100 stiver and gold notes,
Treasury officials found nothing in

the letter or the amount to indicate
a connection with any of the govern¬
ment's losses ny fraud or theft, so
they placed it with $500,000 more
which has accumulated in the Treas¬
ury vaults from conscience-stricken
persons who have sent sums ranging
from 1 cent to $1S,«5G9. The largest
sum ever received came in 1909, prob-
ably from some one who had perpe-
tratcd a customs fraud.
The $10,000 package to-day came

addressed to Secretary McAdoo and
marked "personal."

RUSSIA GETS ENORMOUS
SUPPLIES FROM RMEHIGK

!
Twenty Thousand Freight Cars and

4(H) Locomotives Due Within
Next Two Mouths.

VLADIVOSTOK NATION'S HOPE
j

Ships Drinking in Valuable Cargoes,
Arrive in Such Numbers They I
Cannot lie An'ommoilutetl.Kvery
Month New Armies Sent West.

(Corr« spondence of Associated' Press. 1VLADIVOSTOK June .Twenty jthousand American freight cars and
400 American locomotives are due herofrom the UnitetPStatcs within the next
two months to relieve the congestion of
supplies destined for the Russian front.Cannon, riiles, ammunition, armored
cars, dynamite, pig lead, pig copper,cottoi; for clothing and fo«>d suppliesall are ready here, and they all are
badly needed in the ibdd.
Guns, rhies and ammunition arc ar-

riving from Japan and the United
States by th" steamer load. Armored
motor cars are coming by hundreds
from Detroit and Cleveland by way of
Seattle. So also Is lead, copper and
dynamite.
Cotton is coming from New York

by way of Panama in such quantities
that more than anything «'lst; it has
caused the territlc congestion of sup-
plies. Cotton is piled high on the hills
back <»f the rity waiting for Its turn
to be forwarded to Moscow and other
cities to be manufactured into blankets
and uniforms.
From Great Ilritaln have come guns,

which will be shipped by rail to the
Black Sea for the warships Russia is
building. From Franc.; has come am-
munition. From the United States
have come several nine-inch nuns, also
to Jind their place on Russh n war¬
ships In the Black "^ea. Barbed wire is
coming from America in amazing quan-
tity.

Ships bringinu these vast supplies
are arriving in such numbers that they
cannot be accommodated. A plan of
permanent enlargement of the port
has been put aside in fa\*or of pro-
visional enlargement. Huge gangs of
men are building pontoon piers and
makeshift docks.
Russia believes Vladivostok Is to

save the day for the Emperor's armies,
so every possible effort is being made
to forward the precious supplies.
Every month new armies, too. are

sent west. For oOfi mi!"s to the north
of Vladivostok extends a series of for¬
tified places. All these, when not used
as prisons for German prisoners of
war, serve as drill grounds. Reservists
come from all Eastern Russia and
within six months are turned into sol¬
diers and hurried off across Siberia.

TWO KILLED BY LIGHTNING
Prof. .\ ii mis tine Ilotirilcnu. Prominent

WASHINGTON. July 20..Professor

Augustine J. S. Bourdoati, aged forty-
one. a prominent Seventh Day Advent-
ist. was killed by lightning at Takoma
Park, Md., a suburb, late yesterday.
He formerly was business manager of
the periodical department of the. Scv-
enth Day Adventist. and had edited
several publications in the interest of
temperance and patriotic movements,
Edwin Andrews, a fifteen-year-old

boy. who had taken shelter with Pro-
fessor Botirdeau beneath a tree, also
was killed by the stroke, and Mar-
guerite Bourdoati. the dead man's
'daughter, was seriously hurt.
